this end based on a definite allocation of responsibilities among the agencies 
concerned, A copy of the national Security Resources Board letter which 
initiated this action is included under Tab A end a copy of the Rational 
Security Council directive (NSC Action 282) is included under Tab B. 


Ill, Requirements 

CIA has completed toe initial formulation of toe foreign economic ^ 
intelligence requirements in accordance with paragraph la of NSC Action 
These requirements have been forwarded to the departments and agencies of 
the government concerned in order that they may comment on the adequacy of 
coverage and the extent to which specific categories of requirements need 
expansion to meet their particular needs. 

In addition eaoh agency has been requested to indicate the categories 
of primary and secondary interest and the country designations to which their 
priority interests correspond. CIA has conducted two meetings with reprcseiitar- 
tiv®s of to® departments and agencies concerned, copies of the minutes of jenen.
